Any doubts or uncertainty on the mat 
ter were set at rest by President Roose- 
velit in his message to Congress. To friend 
and foe Mr. Roosevelt gave notice that this 
year it is to be offensive war, both in Eur- 
ope and the Orient. And the B.B.C, gave 
wings to the official announcement by 
broadeasting it in 27 languages—with care 
no doubt that in enemy languages the 


~~ 
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statement lost nothing in plainness by the 
translation. 

The figures of construction which the 
President gave out equally show that the 
Allies now have the means, as well as the 
will, to carry the war to the enemy. At 
last we have the ‘tools’, and the plants in 
which to make more of them, for in Can- 
ada, in Britain, in Russia, and elsewhere 
production has also expanded at rates 
comparable to that in the United States. 

From this on the United Nations are 
on the march. Gone is the strategy of 
fighting retreats, of delaying actions, of 
trying to check the onward sweep of 
forces we had neither the men nor the 
equipment to meet. The enemy must now 
fight to keep wuat he has Seized, on every 
front and in every theatre. Where and 
when and in what particular way the 
blows will be delivered time will show, but 
it is the Allies, not the Axis, who are to do 
the hammering. 

For the civilians in the Allied countries 
this of course means there must be no 
slackening of tempo, in the plants where 
munitions are produced, in the provision 
of ample necessary food and other sup- 
plies, in the purchase of war bonds and the 
paying of war taxes. Aggressive action on 
the fighting fronts can only be maintain- 
ed by even more intensive action on the 
home fronts, Whether this involves longer 
hours of work, faster work, or the doing 
without things in order to help finance the 
operations, what difference “Nothing 
matters now but ee ., 

That mysterious French colonial army 
from the Lake Chad area has materializ- 
ed to some effect. It has been gathering 
in Mussolini’s outpost garrisons in south- 
ern Libya with regularity and not much 
loss of time. The force comes of course 
from French Equatorial Africa, which has 
long been in control of the Fighting 
French, and is a timely and well-located 
contribution by General de Gaulle to the 
Allied strength.

cutting exports and economizing on 
non-essential home needs, the gap 
has been narrowed but there still 
remains a prospective shortage of 
145 million tons in 1943 

The British government began to 


grapple with the problem in 194! 
Since then 33,000 men have been 
returned to coa! mines from other 
industries and many thousands 


have been taken out of the armed 
services and sent home to work in 
ts In all, 30,000 have been

Yet, despite these measures— 
h have no counterpart in Can- 
production lags.

One fact emerges clearly from 
the British debates. The normal 
wastage of men in the coal in- 
dustry is excepticnally high.

Britain it runs from 25,000 to 30,000 
per year. Thus, over a period of 
time, young men must be recruiied

Suocess Gained 
By '42 Women 
In New World 


By MARGARET ECKER 

OTTAWA, Jan, 9,--(CP)—Can- 
ada’s women enter 1943 with the 
prospect their part in the nation’s 
war effort will be greatly increased. 

Nineteen-forty-two has made his- 
fory for women, It brought tears 
and anxiety because of the war on 
land and sea and in the air. But 
it brought achievements women 
would not have dreamed of a de- 
cade ago. 

Thousands who were never “gain- 
fully employed” before thronged to 
factories, shipyards and business 
life. Thousands more wnt on 
active service in uniform. The 
women of Canada in 1942 learned a 
new design for living 


“The women of Canada are 
wonderful,” said Mrs, Rex Eaton, 
director of the women’s division 


of National Selective Service 
“They've put on trousers and over- 
alls, got their faces and hands dirty, 
and tackled jobs that make their 
backs ache and their muscles sore 
They've given up soft peacetime 
living. When necessary they've 
given up homes for strange, lonely 
new places.” 

On Aug. 1 there were 155,000 
Canadian women in industry. As 
the year ended there were many 
thousands more. When Selective | 
Service appealed for women work- 


ers the response was more than 
adequate to fill the need in all 
parts of Canada, Mr. Eaton said 


Women in 1942 had changed their 
attitude of mind | 
“Now they want to do jobs that 
at one time they would have shun- 

ned in horror,” Mrs, Eaton said 
IN HEAVY JOBS | 
Women have gone into shipyards 
They work as welders, riveters, 
drillers and crane operators and 
help in a hundred ways to build 
craft from merchant ships to cor- 
vettes and destroyers. Women have 
gone to tie woods as “lumberjills” 
in Ontario and Saskatchewan. In 
British Columbia 1,000 women 
work in shingle mills, wood-work- 
ing plants and plywood factories 


From Nova Scotia to Alberta 
women are working in mines — 
cleaning coal as it comes to the 


bankhead, sorting nickel ore, keep 
ing machinery oiled and in running 
condition 

In railroad roundhouses they 
work on the engines and the roll- 
ing stock. Women work as laborers 
and carpenters on construction 
jobs, tend gas stations and work as 
garage mechanics, drive milk 
trucks and deliver mail
